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Investigation Of Blaze That 
Destroyed Plant Of White 
Canadian Aircraft Opened 
On Tuesday Morning—May 
Last All Week—Many Wit- 
nesses Called—Cross Ex- 
amination By Lawyers Is 
Severe—Witnesses Exclud- 
ed From Court Room. 

Last October Sth, the White 
Canadian Aircraft Ltd., located on 
Elizabeth Street was completely 
destroyed by fire. This conflegra- 
tion haa since been practically for- 
gotten by many, but not by the 
Fire Marshal's Department. Inten- 
sivo investigations have been car- 
ried out by this Department, until 
now, on Tuesday morning in the 
Council Chambers, a Publie In- 
quiry got underway, an inquiry 
which when completed is supposed 
to bring forth every detail, every 
episode, and every scrap of evid- 








ence that has been gathered to- 
gether by these investigators.
